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History  of  the  Toledo  University 

In  1872  the  "Toledo  University  of  Arts  and  Trades"  was  en- 
dowed by  Jesup  W.  Scott. 

The  conditions  on  which  Mr.  Scott  gave  the  gift  of  160  acres  of 
land,  located  between  Nebraska  and  Hill  Avenues,  was  that  that  land 
be  used  as  an  institution  for  tbe  promotion  of  knowledge  of  the  arts 
and  sciences. 

"Toledo  University"  was  incorporated  in  1875  as  a  school  of  de- 
sign, and  was  conducted  as  such  until  1886.  Tn  1884  the  entire  property 
was  transferred  to  the  city  of  Toledo  by  the  trustees,  and  the  city 
adopted  an  ordinance  establishing  the  "Municipal  University  of  To- 
ledo". 

In  1903  the  manual  training  school  was  taken  over  by  the  city  as 
Woodward  Technical  High  School.  In  1904  the  College  of  Pharmacy 
was  established.  In  1909  the  University  was  reorganized  and  the  Col- 
lege of  Arts  and  Sciences,  Medicine,  and  Law  were  established.  One 
year  later  the  College  of  Industrial  Science  was  started.  In  1914  was 
organized  the  College  of  Commerce  and  Business,  with  Teacher  Train- 
ing Work  established  in  1916. 

Instruction  was  carried  on  by  both  public  and  private  subscription 
until  March  18,  1884,  when  the  Toledo  Council  appropriated  $2,500. 
This  appropriation  has  grown  until  in  1921  the  city  gave  $174,850. 

In  the  beginning,  the  head  of  the  instructional  staff  was  known  as 
superintendent,  and  the  students  numbered  less  than  100.  In  1921- 
1922  the  total  attendance  was  1,369,  making  this  institution  rank  third 
in  attendance  in  Ohio. 

The  first  Board  of  University  Trustees  were:  W.  II.  Tucker, 
Judge  C.  M.  Milroy,  Albert  A.  Froehlich,  Attorney  Ben  .Johnson,  Henry 
Streetman,  James  Nye,  and  .J.  (Jaz/am  Mackenzie.  From  1909  to  1910 
Jerome  H.  Raymond  was  president  of  the  institution.  Charles  A. 
Cockayne  served  in  that  capacity  15)10-1914.  President  A.  M.  Stowe 
has  held  the  position  of  president  since  1914. 

From  its  inception  until  1884  the  official  title  of  the  institution  was 
"Toledo  University".    In  1884  the  name  was  changed  to  the  "Univer-

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sity  of  Arts  and  Trades".  In  1921  it  was  again  changed  to  read  "The 
University  of  the  City  of  Toledo". 

Night  classes  in  the  University  were  established  at  the  same  time 
as  were  the  day  classes.  The  first  building  used  was  the  Toledo  Med- 
ical College  at  Cherry  and  Page  Streets.  Later  the  Scott  Manual 
Training  School  was  under  the  joint  control  of  the  Board  of  Education 
and  the  University. 

When  the  Medical  College  building  became  inadequate,  quarters 
were  secured  in  the  Meredith  building  at  Jefferson  and  Michigan 
Streets. 

An  exchange  of  the  equipment  in  the  Manual  Training  school  was 
made  with  the  Board  of  Education  for  $25,000  and  the  Illinois  street 
school. 

In  1921,  classes  in  Sciences  were  removed  to  the  Science  building 
on  the  campus  on  the  University  Boulevard.  In  September,  1922,  all 
day  classes  will  be  held  in  the  same  building,  with  the  late  afternoon 
and  evening  classes  still  being  carried  on  in  the  Illinois  street  building.

Classes  conic  and  go.  After  graduation  no  class  is  remembered 
long  as  a  group  except  by  its  members.  Others  may  at  times  m<  ation 
some  incident  connected  with  one  class  or  another,  Init  unless  they  were 
members  of  the  class  mentioned  it  means  little  to  them  and  is  soon 
forgotten.  But  to  a  member  of  the  class  it  is  different.  Any  little 
thing,  no  matter  how  remotely  connected  with  his  class,  brings  up 
floods  of  memories  and  lie  lives  his  college  life  over  once  ni<  re.  He 
remembers  how  he  worked,  the  time  he  put  in  studying  for  exams,  th< 
reports  he  had  to  make,  the  theses  he  wrote.  How  hard  he  thought  he 
labored  then,  but  how  little  it  really  was  that  he  was  called  upon  to  do, 
when  he  compares  it  with  things  he  lias  had  to  do  since,  Then  the 
lighter  side  conies  to  him,  the  recollections  of  the  ninny  happy  hours 
spent  in  company  with  his  classmates,  when  study  was  forgotten,  and 
everyone  was  bent  on  pleasure,  lie  recalls  with  what  a  feeling  of  ela- 
tion he  stepped  forward  in  his  cap  and  gown  to  receive  his  long  desired 
sheepskin.  But  this  last  memory  brings  an  end  to  his  reminiscence. 
for  it  is  one  of  commencement,  and  commencement  was  the  end  of  his 
college  life.  Thus  he  will  live  his  college  days  over  and  oxer  again 
and  his  class  will  ever  keep  alive  in  his  memory. 

So  will  the  Class  of  '22  continue  to  exist,  and  many  are  the  inci- 
dents, the  memories  of  which  will  further  this  existence.  It  began  while 
the  World  War  was  still  raging  and  counts  among  its  members  some 
of  the  last  of  the  old  "S.  A.  T.  C."  It  is  its  good  fortune  to  be  the 
product  of  a  University  which  is  not  very  old  and  whose  traditions  are. 
for  the  greater  part,  still  in  the  making.  The  manner  in  which  work 
is  done  early  in  the  construction  of  any  thing  is  the  factor  which  makes 
or  mars  that  thing.  It  is  the  same  with  ;i  growing  university.  Its 
earlier  classes  are  the  factors  which  determine  how  ureal  that  univer- 
sity will  be.  The  Class  of  '22  is  one  of  the  earlier  ones  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  City  of  Toledo,  and  its  members  realize  that  they  owe  much 
to  the  University.

The  Freshmen 
came  close  to  the  Sophomore's  goal  line,  but  when  the  critical  time  came 
for  the  men  of  '24  to  hold,  hold  they  did.     And  the  game  ended  ()-(). 

Hush!!  Hush!!  The  secret  is  out.  The  Sophomores  on  Decem- 
ber 9  had  a  dance  for  their  elders,  that  is  for  the  Juniors  and  Seniors.

The  Soph -Frosh  Scrap 


The  title  should  really  be  in  the  plural  for  those  who  saw  any  of 
the  preliminaries  are  positive  that  they  were  just  as  hair-raising  as 
the  main  event,  if  they  were  not  so  bloody. 

The  fight  really  started  on  Wednesday  night  when  the  Freshmen 
kidnapped  three  of  the  Sophomores  and  took  them  to  Eugene  Over- 
mier's  home.  There,  trussed  up  in  ropes,  chains  and  sufficient  other 
impediments  to  insure  their  safe  keeping  the  Sophs  spent  an  uncom- 
fortable and  unhappy  night.  In  the  morning  they  sounded  an  alarm 
by  means  of  the  telephone.  In  ten  minutes  the  street  was  jammed 
with  Soph  autos.  But  try  as  hard  as  they  might  the  Overmeier  castle 
was  impregnable.  Finally  the  strategians  put  their  heads  together. 
Bingo !  The  problem  was  solved.  They  called  the  detective  bureau  and 
told  the  chief  that  three  men  were  being  detained  against  their  will. 
It  was  only  a  matter  of  a  few  moments  before  a  police  Marmon  with 
a  gang  that  looked  like  a  vice  squad  whisked  up  Boalt  Street  and 
released  the  prisoners. 

For  the  next  few  minutes  rumors  were  as  thick  as  on  November 
11,  1918.  A  dusty  little  Ford  tore  up  the  street  with  word  that  the 
Frosh  were  assembling  at  Detroit  and  Bancroft.  Howling  the  howl 
of  the  oppressed,  the  dusty  Ford  in  the  lead,  the  Sophs  mounted  their 
upholstered  steeds  and  were  off  in  a  cloud  of  gas  odors. 

At  the  Court  House  another  tin  Revere  dashed  up  with  the  word 
that  the  Frosh  had  moved  their  heavy  artillery  to  the  front  line,  trenches 
on  Twenty-first  Street  and  Monroe.  The  long  conclave  of  Soph  War 
Horses  came  to  a  halt  and  a  council  was  held  on  the  Court  House  lawn. 
It  was  decided  that  the  party  should  split.  One  machineful  went  out 
to  the  Farm  to  raise  the  Soph  standard  on  the  flag  pole  and  then  grease 
the  pole.  Two  machines  full  went  to  the  University  Building  at  Eleventh 
and  Illinois  to  pick  up  any  stray  Frosh,  while  the  rest  scoured  the 
streets  with  the  same  end  in  view.

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At  the  University  the  next  scrimmage  took  place.  The  two  ma- 
chines detailed  over  there,  drew  to  a  halt  in  front  of  the  building  just 
in  time  to  meet  the  entire  Frosh  class.  With  a  shout  and  a  groan  the 
two  groups  met.  The  battle  was  short  and  sweet.  Short  for  the  Sophs 
and  sweet  for  the  Frosh.  The  upper  classmen  were  outnumbered  and 
beaten.  Then  the  Frosh  started  the  joyful  triumphant  march  to  the 
horse  trough  with  their  still  kicking  and  biting  captives.  About  twenty 
feet  from  the  trough  the  Sophs,  under  the  rallying  shouts  of  Burton 
Ford,  made  their  last  stand. 

But  it  was  sufficient.  During  the  few  moments  of  hot,  fierce  strug- 
gle the  Soph  replacements  arrived  and  the  Frosh  took  to  their  heels 
in  the  general  direction  of  their  machines.  Had  it  not  been  for  that 
last  stand  the  Sophs  would  probably  have  had  to  throw  up  their  sponge. 
But  like  the  experienced  soldiers  they  were,  they  realized  that  the  tide 
had  been  turned  and  the  morale  of  their  opponents  broken.  The 
wounded  and  winded  were  helped  into  their  machines  and  the  entire 
class  headed  for  the  Farm.  The  procession  was  slow.  The  chug  of 
the  unnmffled  motors  kept  perfect  tune  for  the  chanting  of  the  funeral 
dirge  directed  at  the  Frosh  class. 

Once  at  the  Farm  the  scrap  was  a  repetition  of  previous  years. 
The  Frosh  made  a  frantic,  but  unsuccessful  attempt  to  remove  the 
Soph  flag.  Then  the  two  classes  squared  off  in  their  respective  cor- 
ners, the  bags  were  put  in  position,  and  the  rules  of  the  contest  read 
by  George  Palmer,  president  of  the  student  body. 

The  Frosh,  in  order  to  win,  were  required  to  drag  all  five  of  the 
sawdust  filled  bags  over  their  goal  line.  The  Soph  were  present  to 
hamper  the  Frosh  as  much  as  possible. 

Palmer  stepped  back.    The  whistle  blew.    The  fight  was  on. 

In  thirty  seconds  what  had  been  two  rows  of  neatly  dressed,  clean- 
shaven men  was  a  seething,  struggling  mass  of  breathless  and  perspir- 
ing humanity.  AVith  an  utter  disregard  for  each  other's  feelings  that 
bordered  on  the  criminal,  the  men  were  biting,  kicking,  pulling,  and 
cussing.  After  two  minutes  the  fighters  were  so  covered  with  the  dust 
and  grime  of  the  field,  it  was  impossible  to  tell  which  belonged  to  which. 

The  minutes  wore  on  slowly  and  it  seemed  as  though  the  Frosh 
would  never  gel  a  bag  to  the  line.    Suddenly  some  bright  yearling  dis- 
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covered  the  reason.  It  was  Jim  Pierce.  The  big  fellow  was  all  over. 
Every  time  a  bag  was  in  danger  Jim  was  there  to  carry  it  back  ten 
yards.  By  piling  ten  men  on  him  and  shackling  his  feet  with  a  heavy 
chain,  the  Freshmen  were  at  last  enabled  to  get  him  out  of  the  scrap 
long  enough  to  get  one  bag  over.  Then  someone  filed  the  shackles. 
With  three  men  on  each  leg  Jim  wandered  over  to  the  nearest  bag  and 
nonchalantly  threw  man  after  man  out  of  the  light.  Finally  eight  men 
were  detailed  from  the  Frosh  class  to  hold  the  big  boy. 

Thus  the  first  year  men  were  enabled  to  carry  their  second  bag 
over  the  line.  But  that  was  the  last.  By  this  time  the  casualties  were 
rapidly  piling  up.  Strewn  about  the  field,  completely  out  of  wind,  were 
groups  of  two,  one  Frosh  and  one  Soph,  too  tired  to  move  but  clutching 
each  other  tightly  and  glaring  at  each  other  with  all  the  inborn  hatred 
of  arts  students  for  work. 

In  four  minutes  the  whistle  blew  and  it  was  over.  The  Sophs  were 
declared  winners.  The  panting,  shirtless,  breathless  warriors  retired 
to  the  showers  and  fought  it  all  over  again  under  the  cooling  water. 
All  of  the  wounded  recovered  in  time  to  join  the  rush  for  hot  dogs  and 
Java,  and  listen  to  the  cooing  solicitations  of  the  co-eds.  All  the  en- 
mities and  hatreds  of  the  morning  were  forgotten  in  the  dance  that 
followed  at  the  Administration  Building. 
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History  of  the  Class  of  '25

The  year  1921-22  opened  September  L2th  with  the  largesl  and  most 
progressive  Freshman  class  ever  enrolled  at  Toledo  [Jniversity,  out- 
numbering the  Sophomores  about  2  to  1. 

The  first  step  taken  towards  organization  was  the  election  of  offi- 
cers.    David  Boscoe  was  chosen  president. 

When  the  haughty  Sophs  first  caught  sight  of  the  capable  Frosh 
Army,  they  realized  what  a  task  they  would  have  to  protect  the  sacred 
traditions  of  the  school. 

And  it  was  not  long  before  they  had  a  chance  to  prove  their  ability. 
For  the  Frosh  soon  began  a  series  of  attacks  on  the  forbidden 
front  door. 

These  battles  were  only  preliminary  scrimmages  when  compared 
to  the  Frosh-Soph  Scrap  held  at  the  University  Farm.  Although  the 
Freshmen  lost,  they  gave  their  opponents  the  scare  of  their  lives  by 
pushing  two  of  the  five  sand  bags  across  the  goal.  After  a  picnic  lunch 
at  the  Farm  everyone  returned  to  the  (Jniversity  Auditorium  to  dance. 

With  the  defeat  in  the  Bag  Rush  came  the  arm  bands  and  caps. 
But  their  existence  was  short.  The  attempt  made  by  the  Sophomore 
girls  to  subdue  the  underclass  co-eds  only  served  to  decide  the  battle 
in  favor  of  the  Freshmen. 

In  athletics  they  made  a  position  worth  mention  by  tying  the 
Sophs  0-0  in  football  and  beating  the  Senior  college  14-2  in  basketball. 
Nine  of  the  underclassmen  were  elected  to  the  Varsity  Club  for  work 
done  in  athletics.  Moreover  the  Freshmen  made  just  as  good  a  show- 
ing in  every  other  phase  of  college  life.  They  took  pari  in  all  the 
activities  and  did  everything  in  their  power  to  further  the  interests  of 
the  University.  The  Freshmen  of  the  organizations  were  unite  invalu- 
able in  putting  over  the  College  Carnival  on  March  24  and  25.  They 
wrote  a  great  deal  of  the  publicity  articles  and  had  charge  of  distribul 
ing  the  Carnival  posters. 

The  Freshman  Victory  Dance  given  at  the  Science  Building  on 
November  11,  proved  that  the  class  was  on  a  par  with  all  the  other 
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classes  in  a  social  way.  The  dance  was  given  in  honor  of  the  upper- 
classmen.  Despite  the  playful  snowstorm  which  visited  us  on  Armis- 
tice Day  the  dance  Mas  well  attended. 

The  second  social  affair  attempted  by  the  Frosh  was  a  Mop  given 
at  the  Collins-wood  March  10th.  True  to  all  expectations  it  proved  as 
delightful  an  affair  as  the  Victory  Dance.     By  these  two  enterprises 

the  Freshmen  have  demonstrated  that  they  know  what  goes  to  make 
up  a  successful  dance. 

The  influence  of  this  Freshman  class  on  our  Alma  Mater  was  felt 
by  all.  The  greatness  of  this  class  will  always  be  felt  as  they  advance 
and  take  their  place  on  the  rounds  higher  up  on  the  Ladder.  Truth 
lias  its  own  reward.  This  class  might  boast  of  its  greatness,  hut  it 
prefers  the  truth,  knowing  that  it  is  mighty  and  will  prevail.  They 
believe  in  giving  merit  where  merit  is  due,  that  is,  to  the  Class  of  '25 
— the  class  which,  by  their  example,  scholarship  and  interests  in  the 
University,  made  themselves  second  to  no  other  class  that  has  ever 
entered  the  University  of  the  City  of  Toledo.

Finishing  a  season  which  was  considered  the  hardest  ever  sched- 
uled for  a  University  football  squad,  and  winning  second  place  in  the 
Conference,  is  the  record  made  by  last  fall's  team.  They  started  the 
season  by  playing  Cincinnati,  a  team  which  is  one  of  the  strongest  in 
tlie  Ohio  Conference,  and  held  them  to  a  score  of  20-0.  This  is  a  feat 
which  gives  credit  to  any  squad.  The  outcome  of  the  game  was  a  sur- 
prise to  those  •who  knew  the  caliber  of  Cincinnati's  team  and  who  were 
certain  Cincinnati's  score  would  total  at  least  50  points. 

They  defeated  all  the  Conference  teams  until  the  last  one.  Then 
Toledo  University  lost  to  Bowling  Green,  and  at  the  same  time  lost 
all  claim  to  the  Conference  title.  This  is  the  nearest  any  T.  ['.  squad 
came  to  winning  the  title. 

When  the  call  was  made  for  candidates  it  brought  four  letter  men, 
including  Wechtel,  Skilliter,  Ford  and  Palmer,  and  a  great  number  of 
Freshmen,  who  turned  out  to  lie  good  material. 

Coach  Dwyer  and  Assistant  Coach  Haley  were  directly  responsi- 
ble for  the  success  of  the  team.  They  worked  consistently  in  an  effort 
to  put  a  winning  team  on  the  held.  Their  time  was  not  spent  in  vain, 
as  the  result  of  the  season  shows. 

A  unique  system  was  established  in  regard  to  the  captaincy  of  the 
team.  Before  each  game  a  new  captain  was  appointed  by  the  coaches 
to  have  charge  of  that  particular  game.  This  offered  a  number  of  men 
the  chance  to  take  charge  of  the  squad.  The  system  was  highly  com- 
mended by  the  players. 

With  Coach  Dwyer  at  the  head  next  year  and  the  majority  of  the 
team  hack  to  aid  him,  the  outlook  f<  r  n  championship  team  is  promising.

Baseball 

In  19:21  baseball  was  introduced  at  Toledo  University  as  an  inter- 
collegiate sport.  The  team,  without  previous  experience,  and  lacking 
in  certain  rudiments  of  the  game,  nevertheless  came  through  the  sea- 
son with  a  good  record.  Playing  eleven  games,  they  won  four,  lost  five, 
and  tied  two.  Both  tied  games  were  played  with  Bowling  Gre<  n,  each 
running  into  the  fourteenth  inning.  The  most  exciting  game  was 
played  at  Findlay.  The  Toledo  U  team  overcame  Findlay's  three-run 
lead  by  scoring  four  runs  in  the  ninth  inning. 

Coach  Watts  was  very  successful  in  his  attempt  to  have  a  winning 
team,  considering  the  material  with  which  he  had  to  work.  The  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  last  spring's  team  are  in  school  and  reported 
for  practice  when  the  spring  training  began.

He  made  a  good  fielder,  being  able  to  gauge  the  ball  and 
then,  after  a  good  catch,  pegging  it  to  the  infield  with  great  speed  and  accuracy.  He 
will  be  out  this  spring  in  an  effort   to  retain  his  place  in  right   field. 

JACKA — Pitcher.  Jacka  was  one  of  the  greatest  assets  of  the  team.  The  question 
as  to  whether  the  team  will  win  depends  to  a  great  extent  upon  the  capacity  of  the 
pitcher.  He  fulfilled  this  requirement,  not  only  by  his  pitching  but  by  his  batting, 
being  mostly  noted  for  his  regular  two-baggers.  Jacka  will  not  be  able  to  try  out 
for  the   squad   this  spring. 

NOPPER — Left  fielder.  "Old  Nop"  was  a  classy  fielder,  always  able  to  pull  the 
long  flies  from  any  place  in  the  air,  also  possessing  a  good  throwing  arm,  which 
qualified  him  for  his  left  field  position.  A  couple  of  good  hits  were  expected  as  his 
share   and   he  seldom   failed  to  do   his    duty. 

GRAVES.  Art  was  kept  out  of  numerous  games,  not  being  eligible  as  he  was  a 
post  graduate.  Playing  a  good  game,  either  on  the  mound  or  in  the  field,  with  a  great 
eye  for  batting  the  ball,  made  him  one  of  the  best  men  on  the  team.  Art  will  be 
missed   very  much   from   the  team  this  spring. 

WALTERS— Catcher.  Eddie  played  the  old.  game  behind  the  bat.  His  weight 
was  a  great  disadvantage  to  him.  Not  many  balls,  got  by  Eddie  and  a  runner  on  base 
always  knew  that  he  could  not  lead  too  far  or  one  of  Eddie's  quick  throws  would  retire 
him   to   the   bench.      He   will  .be   out   for   his   old    place   when    the   season   begins. 

HOOVER — Pitcher.  Harper  was  a  member  of  the  pitching  staff.  It  was  really  a 
dangerous  matter  to  be  at  leisure  anywhere  near  to  where  Harper  was  at  practice. 
Mr  pitched  good  ball  as  soon  as  he  got  into  pace,  and  made  an  A  No.  1  pinch  hitter, 
usually    coming   clean    with    a   long   bingo. 

FORD — Center  fielder.  Burt  attempted  to  make  the  squad  as  a  second  baseman, 
I  ut  before  the  first  game  lie  was  well  located  in  the  remote  parts  of  center  field,  where 
he  remained  the  rest  of  the  season  The  ball  usually  fell  into  a  well  when  it  struck 
his  glove.  I  lis  timely  hit  at  Findlay  in  the  ninth  says  none  too  much  for  his  batting. 
Ford    will   be   in   uniform   as   soon   as  the  season  starts,   trying  to   hold   his  old   position.

Shortly  after  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  of  the  school 
year,  1918-19,  an  urgent  need  was  fell  for  a  student  paper.  The  growth 
of  the  school,  due  to  the  S.  A.  T.  C,  was  so  phenomenal  that  the 
necessity  of  a  paper  was  very  apparent. 

Accordingly  Sam  Shinbach,  ex  '22,  and  Leo  Steinem,  <-x  '22,  de- 
cided to  undertake  the  publishing  of  a  paper.  Sain  was  the  business 
manager  and  Leo  the  editor.  At  that  time  the  paper  was  known  as 
"The  Universi-Teaser". 

It  was  not  supported  from  the  student  activity  fund,  hut  was  per- 
sonally financed  by  Sam  and  Leo. 

The  first  issue  of  300  copies  appeared  .March  5,  lid!'.  It  was  writ- 
ten almost  entirely  by  the  editor  and  husiness  manager.  But  their 
duties  did  not  end  there  by  any  means.  After  the  paper  was  of!'  tin- 
press,  the  founders  had  to  hawk  them  through  the  halls,  selling  them 
at  five  cents  a  copy. 

Shortly  after  this  a  staff  was  picked.  It  was  not  an  elaborate 
affair  such  as  The  Teaser  boasts  today.  Nor  were  there  any  offices 
as  today.     The  paper  was  edited   in  the  halls,  in  class  and  at   home. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  circulation  had  increased  to  500,  and 
the  paper  was  established.  It  ended  the  school  year  with  a  balance 
in  its  favor  and  the  staff  received  a  banquel  and  a  suitable  memorial. 
The  women  received  little  lockets  and  the  men  gold  pocket  knives 
inscribed  with  their  name  and  the  position  that  they  held  on  the  paper. 

The  following  year  the  Teaser  Publication  Board  was  organized 
and  took  over  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  paper.  Ruth  Nune- 
viller  was  editor.  The  husiness  manager's  chair  had  three  occupants 
in  the  course  of  the  year,  Kail  Roper,  Wilford  Robison,  and  Marion 
Hart. 

This  year  the  paper  was  given  an  office  in  what  is  now  the  cloak 
room,  between  the  information  office  and  the  faculty  room.  The  name 
of  the  paper  was  also  changed  to  its  present  one.  The  Teaser.  The 
course  of  The  Teaser  was  not  so  smooth  and  the  end  of  the  year 
came  with  a  deficit  on  its  books. 

During  the  year  19i>0-'_'l  Ruth  Heater  was  editor  and  Al  Wagers 
business  manager.    Boom  I'd  was  used  as  an  office,  ami  the  paper  had 
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a  brilliant  staff  composed  of  Bill  Van  G  order,  Ruth  Nuneviller,  Leo 
Steinem,  Ella  Outerbridge,  Hazel  Geiner  and  Phil  Gibbs. 

In  the  spring  the  printers'  strike  prevented  the  issue  of  all  num- 
bers. At  the  end  of  the  year  Phil  Gibbs  was  chosen  editor  (after 
serving  as  star  reporter  the  second  semester).  Al  Wagers  was  again 
elected  business  manager. 

During  the  current  year  (1921-22)  The  Teaser  moved  to  its 
present  spacious  home.  The  advent  of  the  first  typewriter  was  an 
occasion  for  a  day  of  feasting  among  the  staff.  Now  all  copy  must  be 
typewritten.     Such  is  the  progress  of  successful  publishing. 

The  Teaser  Publication  Committee 

This  committee  was  organized  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year, 
1919-20.  Its  purpose  was  to  make  The  Teaser  the  official  publication 
of  the  University.  It  undertook  the  financing  of  the  paper  and  pro- 
vided a  faculty  advisor  for  the  staff.  The  first  Teaser  Publication 
Committee  was  composed  of:

The  first  rumors  of  the  desire  for  an  annual  publication  at  the 
University  came  last  year  when  The  Teaser  staff  tried  to  get  one 
started  for  last  year.  Matters  progressed  as  far  as  the  taking  of  sub- 
scriptions among  the  students,  both  day  and  evening.  A  one  dollar 
deposit  was  requested  "for  an  annual  of  the  University  of  the  City  of 
Toledo,  the  total  cost  of  the  book  to  be  not  more  than  three  dollars." 

The  question  of  a  business  manager  and  editor,  however,  was  never 
settled.  Because  of  the  lateness  and  the  general  business  conditions 
it  was  impossible  to  get  anyone  willing  to  undertake  the  three  thousand 
dollar  obligation  of  financing  the  book.  As  a  result  of  this  the  one 
dollar  deposit  was  refunded  and  the  book  never  was  published. 

The  Teaser  staff  had  started  though.  The  school  as  a  whole 
had  taken  an  interest  in  the  prospective  annual. *■-' Consequently  The 
Teaser  staff  outlined  a  plan  for  the  election  of  a  business  manager 
and  editor.  They  were  to  run  in  pairs  to  insure  harmony  between  the 
two  branches. 

The  election  was  held  late  in  the  spring  and  the  editor  and  business 
manager  of  this,  the  first  "Blockhouse",  were  elected  by  the  student 
bodv.

In  the  spring  of  192]  the  Woman's  Association  was  badly  in  Deed 
of  funds  to  continue  their  work  at  the  University.  When  the  question 
of  raising  money  was  brought  up  in  meeting  it  was  decided  thai  the 
best  way  to  go  about  it  would  be  to  give  a  play.  At  first  a  play  con- 
taining only  women  in  the  cast  was  considered.  Then  it  was  decided 
that  if  a  popular  stage  play  was  picked  it  would  have  a  much  more 
general  appeal. 

With  this  in  mind  Charles  Beard  was  asked  if  he  would  make 
the  attempt.  The  play  "A  Pair  of  Sixes"  was  chosen  alter  a  try-ou1 
held  in  room  102.  Rehearsals  were  held  in  the  Board  of  Directors' 
room  because  it  was  impossible  to  get  into  the  library  where  classes 
were  being  held. 

After  work  had  been  started  on  the  play  it  was  discovered  that 
the  scenery  owned  by  the  school  was  inadequate.  It  was  decided  that 
the  only  thing  to  do  was  buy  or  build  some  which  would  lit  the  play. 
In  the  end  "Yak"  Reading,  George  Beard  and  "Chuck"  bought  some 
lumber  and  canvas  and  paint  and  built  the  necessary  setting.  Wernerl 
Kiemle  installed  the  footlights  and  on  May  (i  the  play  was  presented 
before  a  packed  house. 

After  the  hours  of  hard  work,  the  disappointments  that  had  been 
suffered  together,  and  finally  the  triumph,  the  students  interested  did 
not  want  the  organization  which  they  had  Imilt  up  to  go  to  pieces,  and 
so  the  Blackfriars  were  formed  as  a  permanent  dramatic  club  at  the 
"U".    A  constitution  was  drawn  up  and  officers  elected. 

During  the  fall  term  of  this  year  when  the  Blackfriars  were  plan- 
ning to  start  work  on  another  play  a  request  was  made  for  a  repetition 
of  "A  Pair  of  Sixes"  for  the  benefit  of  the  Athletic  Association.  Re- 
hearsals were  started  and  the  play  was  presented  a  second  time  on 
January  14. 

When  the  Dramatic  Association  was  formed  the  Blackfriars  was 
made  an  honorary  dramatic  club,  its  members  being  elected  from  the 
Dramatic  Association  members  who  have  successfully  taken  pari  in 
one  oi"  more  D.  A.  plays.

Three  years  ago,  out  of  a  desire  of  the  faculty  to  have  some  official 

student  representatives,  and  on  the  part  of  the  students  to  have  spokes- 
men for  the  student  body,  grew  the  Student  Council. 

That  year  the  main  duty  of  the  Council  was  to  provide  the  con- 
vocation program. 

The  following  years  new  student  activities  were  taken  over,  such 
as  making  complete  arrangements  for  the  University  picnic,  and  the 
reception  for  the  high  school  seniors. 

The  first  big  problem  that  confronted  the  1921  Student  Council 
was  the  Frosh-Soph  scrap.  This  was  handled  so  successfully  that  the 
student  body  realized  that  much  credit  was  due  the  Student  Council. 

During  this  semester,  arrangements  were  also  made  by  which  an 
honorary  fraternity  might  be  started  at  Toledo  University  for  the 
leaders  in  student  activities. 

The  first  semester  of  this  year  it  was  thought  advisable  to  enlarge 
the  Student  Council.  Two  members — a  girl  and  a  man — were  chosen 
from  each  class.  Another  change  was  made,  in  that  the  president  of 
the  Student  Council  was  iiot  required  to  he  a  senior,  hut  merely  from 
the  senior  college.  It  was  decided  also  not  to  elect  a  secretary  from 
the  student  body.  The  woman  representative  from  the  Senior  class 
acts  as  secretary.    This  plan  went  into  effect  the  second  semester.

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The  Student  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

The  work  of  the  "Y"  in  behalf  of  the  University  is  one  which  few 
students  realize  because  it  is  done  in  such  a  quiet  and  unobtrusive 
manner.  The  first  social  event  of  the  year  was  the  Freshman  mixer 
given  by  the  "Y"  in  the  Auditorium.  This  was  followed  by  a  stag- 
party.  There  were  boxing  matches,  baseball  games  and  eats  around  a 
campfire,  and  speeches  by  faculty  members.  The  next  party  was  a 
Halloween  stag  at  the  Scout  Reservation  with  speeches  and  a  deli- 
cious "feed". 

In  November  a  class  was  started  under  Dr.  Bushnell  in  which  "The 
Discussion  of  the  Social  Principles  of  Jesus"  was  used  as  a  text.  The 
class  met  once  a  week  and  was  well  attended. 

On  February  17  another  stag  was  held,  this  time  at  the  city  "  Y".

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The  PaivHellenic  Council 

This  council  is  not  a  recognized  activity  at  the  University.  Its 
prime  purpose  is  to  enact  and  enforce  legislation  governing  the  fra- 
ternities and  sororities  of  the  school.  While  not  a  recognized  organ- 
ization it  has  done  a  great  deal  to  improve  the  scholarship  of  the 
school.  It  made  the  ruling  that  all  students  pledged  to  a  fraternity  or 
sorority  must  pass  in  fifteen  hours  of  work.  This  requirement  is  stiffer 
than  the  one  regulating  the  participation  in  athletics.  It  also  planned 
and  enforced  a  "rushing  season",  which  has  eliminated  "railroading" 
by  the  fraternal  bodies. 

Each  fraternity  and  sorority  sends  three  representatives  to  the 
council,  which  meets  every  two  weeks.  These  representatives  act  as 
ambassadors  and  have  the  power  to  vote  for  their  organisation.  What 
the  representative  votes  for,  his  or  her  organization  must  stand  behind. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  have  the  Pan-Hellenic  Council  recog- 
nized by  the  faculty.
